Attacked by IIInessWhile 
on Seaboard Train. 


Prominent Cotton Oil Man Was 
En Route to a Meeting of Dis- 
trict Managers in Richmond. 
He Was Taken Off Train at 
Greenwood, S. C. 


Captain L. A. Ransom, one of the 
most prominent men in the country in 
the wotton oil field and extremely 
popular in social and business circles 
of Atlanta, is dead. 

His sudden end came last night at 
11:05 o’clock in Greenwood, S. C., and 
will be a great surprise and shock to 
thousands of his friends ig this’ city 
and in the state. 

Captain Ransom was on his way to 
Richmond to attend a meeting of the 
district managers of the Southern Cot- 
ton Oil Company in Richmond, leav- 
ing Atlanta just before noon on Mon- 
day by the Seaboard Air Line. 

Attacked by Illness. 

Just before reaching Greenwood, 
S. C., he was attacked by cerebral hem- 
orrhage. He had just partaken of a 
hearty meal and was apparently in 
the best of health, He was hurried off 
the train and taken at. oneé@ to. the 
rooms of F. S. Bvangwrahett the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company, where 
doctors were summoned and every at- 
tention given him. 

It was evident from- tHe - first that 
the attack was a serious one, and that 
his condition was ‘critical. Telegrams 
were sent to Atlanta and other points 
advising of his illness. 

Late at night a telegram was re- 
ceived in Atlanta by Hoke Smith an- 
nouncing the death of Mr. Ransom at 
11:05 o’clock. 

There was no more popular man. in 
the state than Captain Ransom. He 
was. exceedingly well versed in all 
phases of the cotton oil business and 
had been greatly honored. 

Had Held Many Offices. 

He had served as president of the 
Georgia Cotton Seed Crushers’ As- 
sociation and later of the Interstate 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association. 

Recently he had been appointed dis- 
trict manager of the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company and advertising manager 
of the company, the office being a very 
important one. 

He was a member of the chamber of 
commerce and always took a great 
interest in all affairs of the city look- 
ing to its upbulilding. At the last 
election he was named president of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Club.’ 

The highest honor paid him, how- 
ever, came shortly before his death, 
when he was appointeu wy United 
States Secretary of State Knox as one 
of the five delegates to represent thé

state. 

Results of the Conference. 

Neither Mr. Taft nor Mr. Roosevelt 
would discuss in detail what they had 
to say to each other, but these :re- 
sults can be given as apparent. 

First, so far as the situation in 
New York state goes, where there is 
war between Colonel Roosevelt and 
the old guard, the president stands 
squarely on his letter of August 20 
to Lioyd C. Griscom, in which he de- 
fined his attitude at length.

He Describes Flight. 


Louis Von Paul, who piloted the 
Million Population Club balloon, of 
St. Louis, assisted by Joseph O’Reilly, 
described his trip as follows: 

“We had been in the air only a 
short time when the rain hamperé¢d 
us. We were going in the direction 
of the great lakes, then we struck 
a current that sent us south at a 
merry clip, but the rain continued, 
and we were soaked. We threw out 
ballast &nd sought a higher altitude. 
I think we crossed the Ohio river near 
Warrington, Ohio. 

“The night was the most remark- 
able I have ever spent. Neither of 
us slept much—we did not want to. 
Our highest altitude was 5,500 feet. 

“When the sun came out yesterday 
morning our worst trouble began. We 
would run through clouds for a while, 


The gas would expand and cause us 
to shoot upward for a time, then the 
rain would send us down again. If 
we could have had fair weather we 
would have broken records. At one 
time we sighted six balloons, but 
when we came down there was only 
one balloon in sight.”

Montgomery, Ala., September 19,— 
(Special.)—Voters of Montgomery to- 
day decided for a commission form 
of city government, the poll being 5 
to 1 in the affirmative.

One of the most interesting reports 
rendered was that of W. L. Kuyken- 
dall, grand sire and commander-in- 
chief of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, in which he gave the condi- 
tion of the order, and explained his 
action in attacking certain orders, 
calling them illegal.

“Considering the fact that financial 
depression still exists to some extent, 
the foregoing numerical and financial 
statement is very flattering and is an 
evidence of the high standing our or- 
der has reached among the people of 
every land in which it has been suc- 
cessfully introduced.” 

Orders Called Illegal. 

Probably the most interesting part 
of the report is that dealing with the 
action taken by the grand sire in the 
cases of “The Ladies Militant,” “Ori- 
ental Order of Humility and’ Perfec- 
tion,”” “The Imperial Order of Musco- 
vites,” and the “Improved Order of 
Muscovites.” According to the report, 
these orders are not subordinate to 
“this grand body,” and have adopted or 
appropriated the uniform, regalia, em- 
blems, name, title, mottoes, or initials 
of this order. The sovereign grand 
lodge passed a resolution to the effect 
that any member guilty of belonging to 
orders which fall under the above cate- 
gory shall be expelled. This resolu- 
tion was aimed at the Ladies Militant, 
and in a proclamation issued by the 
grand sire, he states that the law ap- 
plies with equal if not greater force 
to each of the orders above named,a 4 
warns all members of the Odd Fellows 
who are members of any of them to 
withdraw or suffer expulsion from the 
ranks of the Odd Fellows. 

Much of the report deals with this 
order, and with the report that an at- 
tempt will be made to bring the mat- 
ter up at this meeting; either openly 
or by the gum-shoe route. 

In regard to several other orders 
with which the grand sire has been 
called upoa to deal, he says: 

“T herewith submit a copy of the 
constitution of The Alethes Fraternity, 
another new candidate for honors as an 
order, or Odd Fellows’ Club, in all the 
male colleges, academies, etc., of our 
country, in which a charter would be 
accepted. I am not aware of any such 
seats of learning so far removed from 
lodge reoOms that students, professors

and others who are Odd Fellows cannot 
reach the same in a few minutes by 
Street car, automobile or flying ma- 
chine, and by their presence and other- 
wise materially aid the lodge members 
in their work and business of their 
meetings which it seems they should 
be pleased to do without shirking 
their duty, and I am not aware of any 
law preventing members in colleges or 
elsewhere from conversing about our 
order and improving themselves by 
practicing its principles therein with- 
out resorting to organizing a society 
or chartered club.

“The latest candidate for 
favor of our members is 
Grand and Noble Order of But- 
ton Busters, which has very re-

It has also been intimated 
that one or more rituals for a so-call- 
ed side degree have been prepared by 
grafters and furnished a large number 
of our lodges or members thereof with 
paraphernalia of a ridiculous character,

orders and their expenses could have 
been much better used in materially 
aiding in the erection of homes and 
sanatoriums and tneir maintenance and 
would have been much more in keeping 
with our teachings.

to spread themselves in all of our 
jurisdictions. 

“The argument or statement present- 
ed in letters I have received, that as 
everything of a funny or ludicrous 
character has been eliminated from 
Our subordinate lodge ritual, members 
needed some relaxation therefrom and, 
therefore, said orders were necessary 
auxiliaries to Odd Fellowship, where 
Odd Fellows only could revel in our 
lodge rooms to their heart’s content in 
all kinds of what is commonly termed 
‘Hot Sands Work.’ Further report 
upon this subject will be submitted in 
secret session, and your special atten- 
tion is called thereto. 

“I have received two or three letters 
containing the old expression of ‘let 
Said orders alone and do not adver- 
tise them and they will soon die.’ This 
is simply begging the question and 
winking at Odg Fellows trampling our 
laws under foot until they become 
Strong enough to openly defy the lat- 
ter, and while said orders will: no 
doubt from time to time become de- 
funct temporarily, they will be reviv- 
ed periodically as long as they are al- 
lowed to base their membership on 
our order. No order built along their 
lines ever has or ever will live, thrive, 
and become a prime factor as a great 
fraternity where it has been or shal! 
be compelled to rely alone upon citi- 
zens generally for its members; wrecks 
of al] such are scattered on the shores 
of fraternalism everywhere. It, there- 
fore, seems to me that now ig the time 
to legislate in such manner as to pre- 
vent our members from joining either 
of them or any other order in the fu- 
ture which relies wholly or mainly on 
Odd Fellows as members. When the 
time comes, if it ever does, that either 
of said orders has proselyted effective- 
ly among other great fraternities and 
citizens and has actually become a so- 
ciety of standing and thus shown that 
it does not rely upon our order alone 
or mainly for its members, will be the 
time to relax, for then, and not until 
then, should any Odd Fellow having 
‘the safety ang welfare of our order at 
heart desire to join such a society. Let 
it be once known that our law has 
been amended so as to make it abso- 
lutely effective, as in the case of the 
Patriarchal Circle, and Cdd Fellows 
will very suddenly choose whether 
they will remain such or cast their 
lot with the other so-called orders, 
and there is no fear that any grand 
Sire will cause any Odd Fellow to be 
proceeded against who has joined any 
society which does not base itself on 
our order, either directly, indirectly, 
or evasively.”’ 

In another part of his report, the 
grand sire comes out in favor of the 
establishment of a tuberculosis san- 
itarium for the order.

He also includes the report of the 
conditions in the Patriarchs Militant 
ranks in Georgia: 

“Georgia.—Major C. L. Elliot, depart- 
ment commander, reports: ‘I have the 
honor to report the condition of the 
Militant branch of: this order in Geor- 
gia and Iam sorry to not be able to 
make a better report.

ERRATIC CAREER ENDS 
FOR CLARENCE LANDRAN 


Young Naval Officer Enters the 
Government Asylum for 
the Insane. 


Washington, September 19.—The 
doors of the government asylum for 
the insane have closed upon Private 
Clarence E. Landran, Sixty-ninth com- 
pany, coast artillery corps, thereby 
terminating an erratic career. 

For some time the public was 
treated to stories of the young naval 
officer who could not be fully iden- 
tified, but was being held mysteriously 
under arrest by the military authori- 
ties in Castle William, in New York 
harbor.

The stock manipulation feature of 
the inquiry, which seems to bring out 
what grounds the railroads have for 
asking the increase, was suggested by 
Commissioner Judson C. Clements, and 
was immediately taken up with the 
commission’s attorney, Frank Lyon, 
and Attorney John H. Atwood, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., who appeared for the 
general shippers’ committee, which ig 
fighting the incease. 

Startling Disclosures. 

Controller M. P, Blauvelt, of the Tli- 
nois Central railroad, was the witness 
from whom the startling disclosures 
which followed were obtained. 

Commissioner Clements called the 
Witness’ attention to figures he had 
furnished on direct examination by the 
road’s counsel, W. H. Horton. 

The commissioner said:

WHAT PARCELS POST WOULD DO. 


The fourth-class postmasters of Georgia, in session in Atlanta 
the other day, added the weight of their indorsement to the demand 
of innumerable organizations throughout America for a parcels post. 

The average citizen, given little to studying the intricacies of our 
postal service, is comparatively uninformed regarding the handicap 
of the people living in this country in-the matter of domestic postage 
rates. 

For instance, under international agreement, it.is possible to send 
an eleven-pound package from Atlanta to most of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world at the rate of 12 cents a pound, or a total of $1.32 
for the entire package. For this price, eleven pounds of merchandise 
may be forwarded by various carriers, railroad, steamship and other 
delivery for a distance exceeding 10,000 miles in some cases. 

In America it is impossible, in the first place, to send a package 
of more than four. pounds weight. For this maximum, the postoffice 
department charges a rate of a cent an ounce, or 16 cents a pound, for 
transporting the package to any place within the boundaries of the 
United States. If the shipper, in an effort to get under the same 
system as that formulated by international treaties, made up his ship- 
ment into three packages so as to come within the four-pound limit, it 
would cost him $1.76 cents to transport the three to any point in this 
country. 

In other words, one may send eleven pounds of merchandise from 
Atlanta to Berlin for 44 cents less than from Atlanta to Marietta, by

Repre- 
sentatives of sixty-five legal reserve 
companies of the United States are in 
attendance at the convention. In the 
absence of Governor B. F. Carroll and 
Mayor James R. Hanna, ex-Governor 
Frank D. Jackson, president of the 
Royal Union Mutual, of Des Moines, 
welcomed the delegates to the city. It 
was while responding to Governor 
Jackson's address of welcome that Mr. 
Moore spoke of the harm of the great 
promotion schemes. 

Discussions Technical. 

The discussions in the convention 
yesterday were largely of a technical 
nature and dealt entirely with” sub- 
relating to the life insurance 
business. The delegates discussed the 
best way to draw up policies and to 
meet the laws of the various States. 

It was the,opinion of Mr. Moore that 
too many of the companies of the 
country are paying their agents too 
mué@h. He attempted to have a resotlu- 
tion passed limiting the amounts to 
be paid solicitors, saying that extrava- 
gance was ruining the business.

Dr. Harris, who has been in ill 
health for some time, left his post of 
duty in Nashville about ten days ago, 
and upon the invitation of Dr. Lovejoy, 
of this city, came to Pinelog, where 
board was secured for him at the home 
of Mr. Clarence Anthony. It was hoped 
that the mountain air of north Geor- 
giay would prove beneficial to him, 
and he seemed to be improving until 
Sunday afternoon, when he was missed 
from the Anthony home. A search was 
made for him and he was feund in a 
nearby cotton field, wnaere he had 
sunk into a profound stupor. He was 
brought to, the house, where, after 
hard work, he was revived. He then 
told his host that he was subject to 
spells and that there was nothing in 
his condition to cause alarm. He 
would not allow them to send for a 
physician, but later in the day he be- 
came so much worse that it was deem- 
ed advisable to summon a medical man. 
Upon arrival] the physician announced 
that Dr. Harris was suffering with 
morphine poisoning, and that if allow- 


ed to go to sleep he would never be; 


aroused. Every effort was made to 
keep the sick man awake, but despite 
this he breathed his last at 10:16 
o’clock Sunday night. 

Funeral and Burial at Oxford. 

Mrs. Harris, who was in Nashville, 
was telegraphed for, and she will ar- 
rive in this city Tuesday morning on 
the early train, upon which the body 
will be placed. The funeral and inter- 
ment will be in Oxford, the old home of 
Dr. Harris. 

The remains were brought to Car- 
tersville this afternoon and prepared 
for burial, after which the body was 
removed to the’ home of Dr. W. P. 
Lovejoy, where a large number of the 
friends of the deceased called. 

Dr. Harris was known as one of 
the most brilliant and one of the 
most prominent men in the whole 
Methodist connection. He had served 
for many years as an educator, having 
held professorships at Emory, Young 
Harris and other prominent southern 
colleges. 

He had also gained wide reputation 
as an author, and in collaboration with 
his brilliant wife, had written many 
charming stories. Mrs. Harris, who 
survives him, is known all over the 
United States as the author of the 
literary masterpiece, “A Circuit Rider’s 
Wife,” and a number of his admirers 
have given Dr. Harris credit as his 
wife’s assistant in this series of bril- 
liant stories. 

As soon as the condition of Dr. Har- 
ris became known his brother, Rev. W. 
A. Harris, of Rockmart, was tele- 
graphed for. He came at once and 
was in this city today. 


A Man Widely Known. 

The Rev. Mr. Harris was widtsly 
known not only in Atlanta, but 
throughout Georgia. For more than 
fifteen years he was a@ member of the 
faculty of Emory college, of which he 
was a ‘graduate, and for almost as 
many more he preached in various 
parts of the state. 

Mr. Harris was graduated from Em- 
ory with honors ip the class of 1876, a 
classmate of Bishop Warren A. Cand- 
ler. Soon aftef he was given an ad- 
junct professorship at Emory, which 
he held for six years. 

Entering the ministry, Mr. “Harris 
preached at several places in the state, 
but in 1888 returned to Emory college, 
taking the piace of adjunct professor 
of Greek. He was put in charge of 
the department of Greek in 1894. He 
held this professorship until 1898, when 
he accepted a chair tin the Piedmont 
institute at Rockmart, Ga. Later he 
taught at Young Harris college, in the 
northern part of the state. 

In 1900 he returned to the ministry 
in. the North Georgia Conference and 
was stationed at Grovetown, near Au- 
gusta. In February he was trans- 
ferred from the charge to College Park 
to fil] the unexpired term of the Rev. 
Peter A. Heard. He served the College 
Park church for two years, again 
leaving the ministry to accept the 
secretaryship to Dr. J. D. Hammond, 
secretary of the board of education of 
the Southern Methodist church, with 
headquarters at Nashville, Tenn. He 


resigned this position Only a few 
months ago, 


Many Friends at College. 


While serving “the Methodist church 
at College Park, Dr. Harris and his 
wife, who has since become famous in 
literary circles, greatly endeared them- 
selves to the residents of that sub- 
urb, and the news of his untimely 
death has caused a cloud of sorrow to 
hang heavily over all those who knew 
him in his work there. 

The publication some months oO 
of “The Circuit Rider’s Wife.” a scary 
written by Mrs. Harris, caused criti- 
cism to be leveled at her from certain 
quarters, but without a single excep- 
tion, the College Park friends of the 
author and her husband stoutly de- 
fended the position Mrs. Harris took 
in the story, saying that they knew her 
for a good woman and one who wrote 
of life as she had‘found it. 

In speaking of Mr. Harris last night 
Bishop Candler paid him a high com- 
Ppliment, Saying that he was a most 
brilliant man and an accomplished 
professor.

WAITING FOR EVENTS 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Decline in PricesY at Opening 
Disclosed Some Buying 
mand From Shorts. 


New York, September 19.—The stock 
market today showed nothing so clear- 
ly as the insistent determination of 


the speculation to mark time and to’ 


await events. An opening @gecline in 
prices disclosed some buying demand 
at the lower level, which was diversely 
attributed to supporting orders by 
those interested in the properties and 
to an uncovered short interest. The 
latter supposition was given color by 
the increased borrowing demand in 
the loan department at the stock ex- 
change where money was loaned be- 
lo wthe market rate for the sake of 
securing the desired stock for deliv- 
ery on contracts of sale. Such a bor- 
rowing demand is a necessary accom- 
paniment of short selling, but it is 
possible to stimulate a short interest 
by sellerg of long stock borrowing for 
delivery and retaining their, own 
shares. The borrowing demand was 
most noticeable in the few stocks 
which have constituted the bulk of 
the dealings for a long time. Relief 
from selling pressure in those was 
sufficient to affect the tone of the 
whole market. The net changes at 
the end of the day proved inconse- 
quential. 

Immediate events had little effect 
on the market, in view of the im- 
portance attached to the outcome of 
affairs in the more distant future to 
which more importance is attached, 
especially the elections and the su- 
preme court decisions in the trust 
cases.

‘Liverpool were very weak with the 
spot month showing the greatest de- 
cline, losing over $2 a bale for the day. 
There were rumors of a disagreement 
among those supposed to be in control 
of that month, and that some of them 
were selling out. The masters declared 
in favor of a lockout in Lancashire, 
and while traders do not believe that 
such an extreme measure will finally 
be taken, the effect of even the possi- 
bility is to discourage buying. Our 
market was very dull at lower prices, 
though buying by trade interests pre- 
sented any decided weakness, and 
bears found the same resistance as be- 
fore when prices have gone below 1% 
cents. Crop advices are not so good 
and more tendency to hold is reported 
from interior points. The high price 
at which seed Is selling is providing 
the farmer with the means to meet any 
pressing obligations and keep back the 
lint instead of forcing it on the mar- 
ket. The market continues dull and 
narrow, and may sag lower, but there 
is nothing to indicate a severe decline, 
and there is every evidence of a good 
demand at any moderate decline.

induced by heavy buying of October

the losses in the local stock. Larger 
shorts, however, stood their ground, 
and are even thought to have increased 
their lines extensively at the advance 
so that the net change in the present 
strong technical position of the mar- 
ket is not important, the interest on 
either side having been merely more 
closely concentrated, With the specu- 
lative element short and trade interests 
long and admitting frankly that they 
look for any improvement in their 
present situation to come from an ad- 
vance in prices of goods and not from 
any important decline in the price of 
raw material, a state of affairs exists 
where only a small spark is required 
to set the whole market in a blaze. 

As to the crop, different individuals 
will draw different conclusions from 
the facts and figures that are pre- 
sented. That there has been some ue- 
terioration during the month is unde- 
niable, but many will ascribe this to 
the falling off of natural to all plant 
life on the approach of maturity; oth- 
ers will point to the general lateness 
of the crop and the necessity of an 
unusually late frost, and will claim 
that the deterioration is greatest in 
the late planted cotton and the pros- 
pect of a full crop lesg favorable for 
that reason. The fact seems to be that 
the crop at present is doing very wel! 
with a prospect of an average yield, 
but mone than usually dependent on 
the date of frost. Extreme estimates 
either way are always unsafe and their 
correctmess igs always the result of some 
happy chance rather than of super- 
human ability to forecast coming 
events. If traders will base their ideas 
of price on the probable relation of 
supply and demand with a erop of ap- 
proximately twelve million bales they 
will probably not go far wrong. 

Our own view of the situation is 
that, based on such an expectation, cot- 
ton is due to sell as high as it did last 
year, and very possibly higher, and 
that anyome who buys March or May 
cotton around these prices will eventu- 
ally make far more money than the 
man who sells it. We expect to see 
variations in the market, and these 
will be sharper and more frequent the 
broader and more active the market 
becomes. As soon, however, as the pro- 
ducer has disposed of a moderate quan- 
tity of his crop we look to see the 
balance held very firmly and the needs 
of the consumer are too well known to 
admit of any argument ag to the course 
he will follow as soon as he ig con- 
vneed that prices are On a stable

New York, September 19.—Liverpool 
felt the efect of the offerings from the 
south and the anticipated action of the 
Master ‘Spinners’ Association in unani- 
mously agreeing to lo the lockout on 
October 1, unless the operatives would 
adjust the difficulties existing between 
them, which appears to be of the same 
nature as those involved in the boiler 
makers’ lockout. This decline abroad 
was greater than looked for, causin 
a decline here, which slowly contineed 
to the close. Hedge selling from the 
southern buyers was noticeable all day, 
while the trade bought on the belief 
that spinners would come in as buyers 
on this basis, as they did before. Mem- 
phis sends reports of a sharp deteriora- 
tion from shedding gnd a poor outlook 
for a final yield. e market tonight 
looks like lower in the morning, but 
with no material change in prices, 
which will for some little time be gov- 
erned by the action of spinners. ere 
is still an uncovered short interest out- 
Standing in September, which may 
cause a quick rally at any time. 


A sharp recovery from the lowest 
point touched since the ist of August 
is due to the withdrawal from the 
market of many who had expetced a 
rapid decline and who are influenced 
by the reports of the deterioration of 
the crop during the past fortnight. This 
deterioration is stated to be due to 
shedding of wormsinvarious sections 
of the coton states; whether it is in 
excess of the usual decline in condi- 
tion is yet to be determined, From all 
parts of thesouth the crop is stated to 
be subject to severe damage from an 
early frost if it should occur. 

Judging from the receipts at the re- 
ported interior towns the movement in 
the Atlantic states will be under way 
during the coming week, so that the 
trade will soon be able to ascertain 
whether the spinners are willing to se- 
cure their supplies an the present ba- 
sis, or whether they will be willing to 
follow the advance of this week, under 
the influence of the deterioration of the 
crop. 

Throughout the country the effect of 
the recent elections has been to create 
a feeling of caution, based upon the 
idea that the change of political power, 
which seems to be in progress, will 
lead to a revival of agitation to reduce 
the tariff; as this question appears to 
be the basis of the successful party. 
This is the course which trade has 
followed under similar conditions in 
the past, and as precedent usually 
controls trade, it may be expected to 
continue to check new developmetns 
and new enterprises among those who 
have through similar experi- 
ences heretofore.

He sali 
he hoped a declaration for such a pri- 
mary law would be written into the 
republican state platform, and that a 
candidate for governor in sympathy 
with this movement would be nomi- 
nated. 

President Taft is not ready as yet to 
admit the advisability of doing away 
with conventions for the nomination of 
state officers from governor down. M°. 
Taft understands that both Governor 
Hughes and Colonel Roosevelt are 
practically in accord with his own po- 
sition, ealthough the governor fought 
at first gor direct primaries for all of- 
fices. 

Precedence in 1912. 

President Taft and Colonel Roose- 
velt did not discuss the question of 
precedence in 1912. The president nas 
not been advised as to what Mr. Roose- 
velt’s attitude is toward that cam- 
paign. From sources close to the pres- 
ident it was said there was no occasion 
to discuss this subject. Mr, Taft's 
position is this: 

He is willing to run if nominated. 
If his friends think there is a good 
chance for him to be neelected Mr. 
Taft feels that they will ‘Bee to his 
nomination. Mr. Taft's political 
friends say that if the American peo- 
ple want him for a second term that 
not even Colonel Roosevelt can pre- 
vent his nomination. If the people do 
not appear to want him, Mr. Taft will 
be only too giad to submit to their 
decision. 

It can be stated that today’s meet- 
ing at New Haven, while it may have 
been successful in its “scenic effect,” 
and of moral advantage to the Roose- 
velt leaders in New York, it was abso- 
lutely barren of results as to any bet- 
ter understanding between the presi- 
dent and Colonel Roosevelt as to na- 
tional issues or their personal] rela- 
tions in view of the many recent 
events. 

Something Like a Truce. 

Something in the nature of a truce 
seems to have been arranged regard- 
ing the New York situation. After 
that is over events will shape them- 
selves. Colonel Roosevelt himself is 
said today to have let drop a hint that 
his side of the matter “that something 
would be doing after the elections,” Mr, 
Taft is letting 1912 look out for itself. 
He declared that he has other matters 
of concern at the moment. 

It came out at today’s conference, 
which in addition to the president 
and Colonel Roosevelt included Lloyd 
C: Griscom, Otto Bannard and Secre- 
tary Norton, that the Taft administra- 
tion is to be indorsed at Saratoga. No 
mention of Mr, Taft as a candidate in 
1912 will be made. 

“It is not the province of a state con- 
vention to nominate any man for pres- 
ident two years ahead,”’ said Mr. Ban- 
nard. “Connecticut didn’t do it, so whv 
should New York?’ 

In this connection

. Taft Gratified by Conference. ° 

Today’s conference, it is believed, 
was a source of much gratification to 
Mr. Taft and his friends. That his 
aid should be sought at this time ana 
in the manner that it was, following 
a somewhat recent attitude of an al- 
most complete ignoring of his admin- 
istration, probably gave the president 
much satisfacttion. 

The ex-president was thoroughly 
drenched by waves breaking over the 
side of the motor boat coming across 
the sound. The captain of the boat, 
although starting for Bridgeport, put 
into Stamford. 

“Can’t you make Norwalk?” Colonel 
Roosevelt inquired. 

“We might,” replied 
“but the chances 
mightn’t.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt afterward told 
President Taft that the _ situation 
seemed to be serious for a time. The 
little craft in which he sought out 
from Oyster Bay was. built wholly for 
speed and was not very seaworthy. 
The colone] said that at times the 
conditions became so interesting that 
he didn’t have time even to think of 
seasickness. Today’s conference had 
its inception on Saturday last, thougn 
it has been kept a close secret. until 
within a short time of Colone] Roose- 
velt’s arrival in New Haven. 


Roosevelt Asked for Conference. 
Mr. Griscom and Mr. Bannard tele- 
phoned Secretary Norton last Satur- 


day and askeq that an arrangement 
be made by which Mr. Roosevelt 
might hold a conference ‘with the 
president during his New Haven visit. 
This the president was glad.to do. He 
said he expected to lunch as usual 
with President Hadley after the Yale 
corporation meeting. President Had- 
ley was advised of this and accord- 
ingly invited the president, Mr. 
Roosevelt, Mr. Bannard, Mr. Griscom 
and Secretary Norton to take lunch- 
eon together. President Hadley’s 
home being dismantled the luncheon 
was given at the home of Henry C. 
White. Prior to Mr. Roosevelt's ar- 
rival, no one in the presidential party 
had been informed of the purpose of 
the conference. It was made plain 
that the request had come from “the 
other side.’’ 

Mr. Bannard, who accompanieg ihe 
president to Albany, explained tonight 
that he and Mr. Griscom thought it 
would be a good thing to get the 
president and Mr. Roosevelt together 
again “to smooth over any apparent 
differences between them.” This ap- 
plied, however, only to the New York 
state situation. As to the fight in 
1912, there is a disposition on the part 
of the leaders to cross that bridge 
when they come to it and to steer a 
long ways off in the meantime. Mr. 
Bannard saig tonight that he did not 
believe Mr. Roosevelt would be a can- 
didate. 

Roosevelt's Rush for Taft. 

Colonel Roosevelt left Oyster Bay 
early this morning. He escaped the 
vigilance even of the newspaper men 
who followed him through all of his 
recent travels, and set out in the lit- 
tle 27-knot boat Tarpon for Bridge- 
port. 

The sea was chiOppy even then, but 
later it became very rough and for 
a time it is said there was danger of 
foundering. Speed had to be reduced 
to a minimum. Stamford harbor was 
made finally and then there was a 
change to automobile. Coolonel Roose- 
velt drove first to Fairfield, Conn., to 
pick up Mr, Griscom at his summer 
place there. Mr. Bannard already was 
in New Haven, being a fellow member 
of the Yale corporation with Presi- 
dent Taft. At Fairfield, Colone: 
Roosevelt changed to Mr. Griscom’s 
car. Then the start was made to 
New Haven. Tire trouble soon put 
the Griscom car out of commission. 
Another car quite antiquated and 
somewhat dilapidated, was picked up 
at a village garage and again a start 
was made. It was in this car that 
New Haven finlly was reached. 

Luncheon at the white house had 
been in progress but a little when up 
drove the colonel. 

The conference held partly diuring 
luncheon lasted a little more than an 
hour. Colonel Roosevelt reached the 
White home at two o'clock, and the 
president had to catch the 3:16 train 
for Springfield to made connection 
there for Cincinnati, toward which 
place he is journeying tonight. 

Reosevelt Rede With Taft. 

It was nearly 3:10 when the confer- 
ence ended. President Taft, aceom- 
panied by Secretary Norton, was the

first to appear, and it was announced 
that Colone} Roosevelt would ride 
with the party to the station to see 
the president off. Messrs. Griscom 
and Bannard came next. They appear- 
ed somewhat serious, and went off to 
one side for a conference by them- 
selves, which seemed quite earnest. 

The president got into the automo- 
bile, and then followed a wait for sev- 
erl minutes for the Colonel, who had 
been putting on some fresh linen. He, 
too, seemed more serious than usual, 
and announced that he must “preserve 
his usual reticence and say nothing.” 

Meantime, the train was being held, 
and quite a crowd had gathered at the 
station. Before the president got 
aboard his private car, he and Colonel 
Roosevelt stood for a minute with 
hands clasped saying goodby, and 
as the train pulled out he doffed his 
black felt hat and waved a farewell. 

President Taft stated that, while a 
number of subjects were injected into 
the brief conference, the New York 
situation was the foundation for the 
gathering. Mr. Roosevelt's speech at 
Syracuse, in which he quoted Mr. Taft 
and Abraham Lincoln in making a de- 
fense of hjs attack on the supreme 
court, was mentioned, but only in a 
casual way, it ts said. President Taft 
had hoped that his part in the New 
York state fight was at an end. 

The question of indorsement of the 
administration did« not come up in Mr. 
Taft's presence. Mr. Bannard declared, 
however, that it would be cdémplete. 

Taft and 1912. 

As to 1912, Mr. Taft is entirely satis- 
fied with the position he has taken. 
Even though Colonel Roosevelt may 
be in the fight against him doesn’t ap- 
pear to disturb the president in the 
least. He feels every man is at liber- 
ty to do as he pleases, Colonel Roose- 
velt among the rest. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
shadow of 1912 hung over today’s 
gathering. There was not the cordial- 
ity of old between the_president and 
the colonel. It was *the first time 
they had met since the story was 
given out at Oyster Bay that Colonel 
Roosevelt felt. Mr. Taft had “double- 
crossed” him in New York, and had

story keenly, it is said; and as a re- 
sult of it, relations between him and 
Mr. Roosevelt can never be the same 
again.

Senator 
Crane got aboard at Pittsfield and also 
came to Albany. Representative Lou- 
denslager, of New Jersey, secretary of 
the republican congressional commit- 
tee, saw the president at Hartford. 
Mr. Wickersham has just returned 
from a trip to Alaska. It is said he 
had a preliminary /(taik with the presi- 
dent regarding a go to the late 
General Solicitor \ Powers.

When the colonel was asked wheth- 
er today’s conference would have any 
bearing on his case in the New York 
state fight, he replied that his posi- 
tion would be. precisely what it has 
been. “There will be no compromise 
in any way,” he said, “this is a straight 
fight for decency in politics as against 
bossism.” 

Questions followed as to just what 
he meant by his statement of Sat- 
urday that C. D. Collins, superin- 
tendeni of state prisons, whom he met 
at Syracuse, would be his right-hand 
man at the Saratoga convention. He 
had chosen Mr. Collins, he explained, 
because he wanted a man from the 
central part of the state, who knows 
the situation there and will be able 
to estimate accurately the strength of 
his opposition. Mr. Collins lives in 
Troy. The colonel added that he had 
noticed in estimates given out by Wil- 
liam Barnes, Jr., of Albany, that Mr. 
Barnes had placed some of his own 
counties in the Roosevelt column. He 
was too old a campaigner, he intimat- 
ed, to be thrown off his guard by any- 
thing that Mr. Barnes said. 

More emphatically than ever the col- 
onel reiterated his determination not 
to accept the nomination for governor 
of New York. 

He said that should the convention 
be stampeded for him, in spite of his 
outspoken opposition, he should de- 
cline to accept the nomination. 

Arrangements for Conference, 


In speaking of the arrangements 
which led up to his conference with 
President Taft, Colonel Roosevelt said 
it had been planned originaly that 
they should meet in New York. 
President Taft found, however, that 
it would be inconvenient for him to 
go to New York, and sent a request 
to Colonel Roosevelt through Mr. Gris- 
com, president of the New York county 
republican committee, to meet in New 
Haven instead. 

In reply to questions Colonel Roose- 
velt answered: 

“Well, I haven’t much to say, except 
that we had a very pleasant luncheon 
and talk and that I am very much 
pleased with my visit. I can’t go into 
the details now.” 

Griscom Is Pleased. 

Mr. Griscom was a little more com- 
municative. He said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt and myself are ex- 
tremely pleased to find that President 
Taft fully understands the significance 
of the contest going on in this state. 
The president and Mr. Roosevelt were 
in private conference for 20 minutes 
and went over the situation thorough- 
ly. I cannot go into the details of 
what was or what was not discussed, 
further than to say that I am much 
gratified at the president's attitude.” 

“Does that mean we can say that 
Vice President Sherman’s name will 
be retired before the convention as a 
nominee for temporary chairman?”
